What! is the 
average price of lambs in your local 
market ? I understand the price of 
wool is very low at present owingt to 
there ‘being no factories. What 
price do you think would be obtainable 
fon sheep and lambs, that js for ex-

The flocks of sheep im this part 
at least are very small, so smail that 
there is not enough attention paid to 
them and as a, consequence they do 
not pay. In my aptnion sheep ranch- 
ing is like anything tlse you mus?

to win. A few hundred sheep can be 
kept without much expense if you have 
a. proper range for them. Of course 
they wiil have to be herded on account 
of the coyotes. This subject is cer- 
tainly worth discussion and sheep rais- 
ing ought to be one of the, leading in- 
dustries of this western country.
